Induction Policy 


2. When a man reached his 19th year, he was given an examination to determine 
his physical fitness, The number of potential inductees was determined on 
the basis of the examination of the entire class in its 19th year, 


3. In their 20th year, members of a particular class received postal notifica~ 
tion ordering them, if they lived in a large town or city, to report to the 
Regional Induction Commission (Rejonowa Komenda Uzupeinien - RKU). Those 
li small towns or rural settlements had to report to the courthouse, 
25X1 foal impression that most inductees came from the cities, They were 
nstructed to have three days rations with them when they reported to the 
RKU or courthouse. There they were given a second physical examination, 
(This examination was quite superficial.) If they passed the second examina— | 
tion, they were assigned to a branch of service. 


4. A class member could be deferred only if he was seriously i11, (e.g. advanced 
tuberculosis, cardiac condition, exceptionally poor eyesight, etc.), if he

5. Since 1950, 18 and 19 year old Polish males have been permitted to. 
volunteer without parental consent, but volunteers under 18 were not 
accepted under any circumstances, I heard from reservists and 
25X41 personally observed that many youths of these 
age groups volunteered for military service. Most of the volunteers 
came. from rural areas (actual number or percentage not known to me). 
Volunteers were attractéd by parades, the glamePsof the uniforms, the 
prospect.-of better food, and the-possibility of receiving NCO training 
and attending OCS. Most volunteers seemed to enter military service 
without having the least notion of what 1t was actually like.

In 1951, plans were’ 
laid for the codmeldent..mobilization and demobilization, which were to 
go into effect in 1952, I’ did not hear of a “double call-up" (call-up 
of two classes at one time) in 1951 and know nothing further about 
this subject.
